need investigating because the auditor gets out 
reports which can be understood, he is not 
merely setting the legal fraternity a bad ex- 
ample in shifting ground, but shifts onto ground 
that is absolutely fatal to his case 

For these same reports present the position 
of the finances to be anything but good. They 
show, for one thing, that half of each tax dollar 
has to go to pay interest on the provincial debt 
What is worse, they show that the Government 
has not turned a hand to refund the debt or to 
otherwise cut down the amount of the interest 
bill. In these respects, as in others, the reports 
are clear—deadly clear so far as concerns the 
Ministerial pretensions to financial soundness 
and business sense 

The disclosure is beyond question or alibi. 
There are the facts in black and white. Seven 
million dollars must come this year out of the 
flattened pockets of the taxpayers on account 
of debt interest. And the conveniently tabulated 
and glass-clear schedules of our liabilities show 
that we are paying the same rates of wages 
on money as we paid when times were good 
and labor wages, business profits and farm 
earnings two or three times what they are now. 

The auditor is the last man the Ministers 
should want to call as a witness to their finan- 
cial record. That he presents an understand- 
able—and uncompromising —report of the 
ruinous consequences of their folly is something 
the public should be thankful for. Without 
that, they might have been allowed to continue 
their career until the position of the province 
became hopeless 

Also, what possible explanation has Mr. 
Lymburn to offer for the withholding of the 
auditor's report for the year ending March 31, 


1935? The only audited report before the elec- 
tors today is sixteen months old, for the year 
ending March 31, 1934.

The Passing Show

It's amusing now the Paris papers are 
reaching Canada, to read some of the evidence 
given before the three grave bearded judges at 
the trial of Joan Warner, the American dancer, 
on a charge of shocking Parisian morals and 
reducing the population of France. Joan had 
danced in Paris restaurants 
and aroused angry opposition 
from rivals. 

First reports said she 
danced in the nude, but this 
was an exaggeration.

Bouveret, declared: “This is Paris, not Chicago. 
It is wrong to say she dances like a statue. 
Statues don't undress; she did. She was cov- 
ered with white powder and wore a G-string. 
French Canada, a country with the highest 
morals, has the highest birthrate I could even 
see the color of her skin . 

“We are not talking about colors,” 
rupted one of the j:idges. 

M. Bouveret finsshed his argument by de- 
claring: “Women seeing such indecency do not 
want to have children.” 

The Parisian Comstocks didn't go unchal- 
lenged. L. Saint-Granier, a leading music-hall 
entertainer in Paris, where he is regarded as a 
rival to Maurice Chevalier, told the judges— 
“Perhaps your honors nevér get to Montmartre. 
But I can assure you that nude dancing is an 
old French custom. I love France, but I am 
ashamed of France in her ridiculous position of 
prosecuting this artist.” 

A leader of an art group in the Latin quar- 
ter, M. V. le Minck, who evidently doesn't think 
much of women as automobile drivers, assured 
the judges: “It is more dangerous to give women 
driving licenses than to let them dance naked.”

Women have been the theme of poets and 
the perplexity of philosophers for ages. I've a

We 
recognize today that history is to be interpreted, 
not by the dates on which kings or queens 
ascended thrones or vacated them, nor by bat- 
tles between excitement-craving monarchs, but 
by the pressure of the economic forces that 
underlay the life of the age and which now and 
then shattered the age by the might of its ex- 
pansive force.

Rheumatism 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy 


For some time physicians have been trying 
to discourage the use of the word, “rheuma- 
tism.” They prefer to classifly the different 
forms of what have been called “rheumatic 
fever,’ “gout,” “arthritis deformans,” etc. As 
far as the layman is concerned, it is just as 
well to make the simple 
classification of “acute rheu- 
matic fever" and “chronic 
rheumatism.” 

In a case of chronic 
rheumatism, the area of in- 
flammation may localize in 
the joints, either in the 
cartilage and bone covering, 
or in the synovial membrane 
and peri-articular tissues. 
When the joints become de- 
formed from the inflamma- 
tion and subsequent calcification, the condition 
is then known as arthritis deformans, which 
simply means deformity of the joints. 


The majority of cases of chronic rheuma- 
tism occur between the ages of twenty and 
fifty; only about five per cent under the age 
of twenty. Whenever arthritis does appear 
during childhood or adolescence it is a great 
deal more serious and more difficult to 
eradicate 


The first signs of arthritis are usually 
noticed in soreness in the joints, and the finger 
joints are the ones most commonly affected. The 
soreness may gradually extend to the wrists, 
elbows, and shouldefs. It may take several 
months before enough inflammation has de- 
veloped so that one can be sure that rheuma- 
tism is developing. 

In most cases, tenderness in the joints of the 
extremities will come and go for a time before 
settling down in any permanent location. There 
will finally be a noticeable swelling of the 
joints, and whether this occurs in the synovial 
membrane, in the cartilage, or affects the bone, 
does not matter insofar as the cause and cure 
are concerned. . 

After the inflammation has gone on for some 
time, the patient may notice little lumps form- 
ing on the outside of the finger joints. These are

caused by the deposit of calcium which is 
apparently thrown out to protect the joint 
against irritation. 


If the causes of rheumatism are not re- 
moved, there may be such extensive changes in 
the joints of the fingers and toes that the 
normal hinging ability is destroyed, and some 
of the joints will bend backward, and even be- 
come subluxated, or drawn out of position. 

When arthritis has been allowed to continue, 
it often settles in the spine, and when bony 
changes take place in the vertebrae, the patient 
becomes helpless and the cure more difficult. 
With the spine involved, the patient is 
practically forced to remain in bed, owing 
to the extreme pain when moving and also be- 
cause of the difficulty in bringing about a cure 
if the vertebrae are further irritated by their 
normal movement against each other. 

The development of chronic rheumatism is 


usually quite slow, so the patient has plenty 
of time to eliminate the causes before the 
disease has progressed sufficiently for the 


vertebrae of the spine to be affected. Arthritis 
is easily cured at the start, but becomes more 
difficult to eradicate as each new joint is 
involved. 

The medical profession is almost united in 
the view that rheumatic diseases are caused by 
an infection, but so far no specific organism has 
been found which is always present with 
rheumatism. It is thought that possible sources 
in infection may originate in the teeth, mouth, 
throat, sinuses, inner ear, infection of the gall- 
bladder and so on. 

My point of view is that such infectious 
causes must be regarded as secondary to that 
which I consider the primary cause, found in a 
specific type of auto-intoxication which may 
be known as the “rheumatism” toxemia. In 
tormorrow’s article I will explain this toxemia 
to you.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1838 the Niagara 
newspapers contained details of 
the hang'ng of James Morreau, or 
Morrow, a Pennsylvania _Irish- 
man, who had headed an invasion 
of the Niagara peninsula to 
“free” Canada “from _ British 
domination.” Morreau had issued 
a proclamation on June 7 dated 
at Fort George, “State of Upper 
Canada,” in which he lied when 
he said: “We have at last been 
successful in planting the stand- 
ard of liberty in one part of our 
oppressed country” ‘he had never 
been in it until a few days be- 
fore), and in which he called 
upon Canadians to “rally to the 
standard of the free and the ty- 
ranny of England shall cease to 
exist in our land.” 

Morreau had been captured by 
a Scottish farmer and was most 
defiant when handed over to the 
military. On his way through 
Queenston to Niagara jail he was 
offered a glass of wine, which he

accepted and proposed the toast: 
“May Canada never become quiet 
until the American eagle floats 
on the heights of Queenstown!” 
Two others who had been sen- 
tenced to die on the scaffold with 
Morreau were respited and even-

The Niagara Reporter com- 


mented upon the fact that there 
were more women than men in 
the crowd at the hanging and 
added: “It is really disgusting to 
see so many well dressed and ap- 
parently respectable females so 
thoroughly unsexing thernselves.

vote of confidence in the officials 
indited, 

Third, the legislation passed by 
the U.F.A. party curtailing the 
liberty of the press which 
astonished and made Alberta the 
laughing stock of the Dominion 
is the crowning enigma of the 
party. 

Do these decisions represent 
the rational judgments of the 
majority of the members re- 
sponsible for their enactment? 

nfortunately, the party has 
caused itself to be “likened unto 
sheep following the shepherd.” 

Of the evils of dictatorship we 
have ample evidence at home 
and abroad. In 1935, in spite of 
the efforts of the lords. the 
house of commons, by refusing to 
renew the bill for the censorship 
of the press, legalized its tree- 
dom.

In 1935, the Alberta legislature 
imposed restrictions on the lib- 
erty of the press which make it 
unlawiul to publish certain evi- 
dence given in the law courts 
thereby depriving the public of 
its right to a full knowledge of 
the whole proceedings.

Exotic Preserves Can 


_ Be Put Up At Home 


| By MARY E. DAGUE 


Don't you envy the beautiful jars 
}of canned fruit on the grocer’s 
| shelves? Well, you can make the 
same sort of thing at home.
